8, 
dated 5 August 1946, subject: "Security of Activities PertrLnirg 
to the Office of Special Operations;" 

(2) For normal administrative contacts under the contra 1 ol 
the Executive for Personnel and Administration; 

(o) For liaison contacts specif ianlly delegated by tha 

Director to certain individuals of CIO, of which the Chief of 

ICAPS will bo informed by the individual concerned. 

b. The establishment of initial liaison contacts by ICAPS * ill 

include all contacts with other agencies of the Government in aonnec i, .w . 
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with the development of any CIO operation, reject, plan, or m lic> 
from initiation throurh the planning stages to the point of iiz.al 
approval for imp lemon tati on. 

c. When the Director has approved implementation I CAPS : will 
delegate ' in writing to the GIG activities concerned diract lia -son 
functions required for tho implementation of tho approved oner tiu.i, 
project, plan or policy. This written delegation will apeexfy point, 
of liaison contact authorized in GIG and other agencies. Kosfonsiei* 
officers of CIG will insure rigid adherence to established policies.
